Blue Swords Gets Part of It Back 
A Watch for Ray Arduini; The Good Works of the Guild 


BALTIMORE 

Pimlico showed somewhat unsuspected 
strength in its spring meeting. It figured 
to improve. because attendance and betting 
have been going up everywhere. but it 
improved a litthe more than had been ex- 
pected. This was welcomed in this corner. 
because Pimlico is a sort of landmark, 
like Churchill Downs and Saratoga. It 
would be very nice, I suppose, to build 
at the corner of Belvedere and Park 
Heights Avenues a fine concrete and steel 
grandstand. with aisles you could get 
through and a floor plan which could 
he mastered in one brief lesson. and to 
put on the roof of it a roomy and comfort- 
able press-box. equipped with elevators. 
red leather chairs. and hot and cold run- 
ning stenographers. The trouble is, dammit, 
that it wouldn't be Pimlico. It would be 
a comfortable and efficient race track, no 
doubt. but I would rather take this one 
the way it is. The track has plans. and a 
small scale model. of what it hopes to be 
sometime. but my own reaction is that 
this will always be a fine thing to do next 
year. 

You'll remember. of course. that Blue 
Swords. in 1943. chased Count Fleet until 
he broke down. finishing second behind 
him in the Wood Memorial. the Kentucky 
Derby. and the Preakness. He had some 
practice at this at two. being an interested 
spectator (again in second place) when 
Count Fleet ran the Champagne Stakes 
mile in 1:3445. a record for a 2-year-old. 

So Blue Man’s Preakness victory was a 
sort of delayed revenge. since there were 
three sons of Count Fleet in the beaten 
field. Two of them were given a good 
chanee—Sub Fleet because of his Derby 
second. and One Count because he was 
abetted by Eddie Arcaro. Neither caused 
any real trouble. though One Count held 
on fairly well and ultimately got third. 
Blue Man passed them all. because he 
tame from last place for his victory. 

In the saddling paddock before the 
Blue Man was breaking out with 
spots of perspiration, and was lath- 
between his hind legs.

This tourist didn’t see the race in which 
the watch was earned, but the testimony 
of witnesses was that all hell broke’ out 
on the first turn of the fourth race on 
May 9. Two horses on the inside, ridden 
by Willie Clark and Ed Melvor, were 
being offered a free choice between falling 
on their faces or going into the Pimlico 
infield. Arduini. who was on Mama San, 
used his horse as a blocking back and 
held the others off the rail. preventing a 
spill which could easily have been fatal. 

The circumstance proved several things. 
Ons is that Arduini does not read the 
Baltimore papers, because the story was 
out in advance. and Arduini was very 
much surprised when he got the watch. 
The other is that there are some pretty 
fair liars in the jockey room—this is 
incredible, but it seems true. Arduini had 
an early mount and his intention was to 
take a shower afterward and go about his 
business. His fellow riders managed to 
deceive him into staying for the presenta- 
tion without letting him know there was 
going to be one. 


GUILD. While we're on the subject of 
jockeys. too much can hardly be said for 
the work that the Jockey’s Guild is doing, 
most of it rather unpublicized. The fund 
the Guild has to work with comes from 
various sources. but most of it from “days” 
when all of the members donate their 
riding fees for that single day. Last year 
the Guild spent nearly $25,000 on mem- 
bers who needed either medical or financial 
aid. The items for individuals run from 
quite small matters to as much, in one 
case. as $1.345. One rider, who died last 
October. cost the Guild a total of $7,600. 
Another. not ill but just broke, has cost 
$7.245 and is still going. 

I like the Guild reports because they 
do not pull anything. Under the notation 
that loans to members in 1951 totaled 
$7.385. there appears this comment: 
“These are called ‘loans’ but past experi- 
ence proves that an average of 10 per cent 
of all loans made has been collected... .

The Speed and Soundness of Blue Man 


Blue Swords: His Progeny Has Demonstrated His Value 
Poppycock: A Durable Racer Which Produces Winners 


The Preakness Stakes of 1952, with Hill 
Gail out of action, has been looked upon 
to some degree as a sort of anticlimax to 
the Kentucky Derby. something like the 
Preakness of 1943 might have been if 
Count Fleet had stepped aside and left it 
to Blue Swords. On the other hand it 
may be considered another chapter, quite 
as important as the Derby, in revealing the 
relative merits of the current crop of 3- 
year-olds and in foreshadowing some of 
the pedigrees of the future. 


Hill Gail has his virtue. an overwhelm- 
ing speed; he also has his weakness, a 
strong tendency to make such improvident 
use of his speed that it become his un- 
doing. It would have been something of 
a miracle—maybe just one more miracle 
for Ben Jones, but still something out of 
the ordinary—if Hill Gail had survived, 
sound and whole. the training for the 
Derby and the race itself. It was virtually 
impossible to give the colt a moderately 
slow work, and presumably for this reason 
Jones protected him as best he could by 
working him only over the shorter dis- 
tances. Even so, the punishing rate at 


which he worked and raced appeared 
likely. even before the Derby, to find a 
weak spot somewhere. 

Until the Calumet colt reappears there 
will be a tendency to look upon the other 
classics as contests to determine which 
horse will rank second among the 3-vear- 
olds. It should not be overlooked. however. 
that there is a great deal of merit in being 
second-best and sound. 

Whether Blue Man is second-best in 
speed will require some later verification. 
The form reversal of Sub Fleet between 
the Derby and the Preakness leaves a 
question mark. There is also a horse called 
Tom Fool waiting in the wings. And 
Cousin—if the psychiatrist arrives in time 
—and perhaps some others. But at the 
moment the freshest laurels are on a 
worthy head. 

Blue Man was bred by Allen T. Sim- 
mons. Akron radio executive, and is prob- 
ably the only classic winner whose sire is 
advertised on a commercial billboard. On 
the West Main Street viaduct in Lexington. 
where one turns to go out the Old Frank- 
fort Pike. is a huge sign calling attention 


to Blue Swords and Eternal Bull—the 
only Thoroughbreds in the community thus 
promoted to the’ company of Coca-Cola 
and Chevrolet. 

The Preakness victor is probably unique 
in another respect: he is one of a two-horse 
stable. Though his owner. A. W. Abbott. 
has raced for twenty years. he has never 
had more than five horses in training, and 
only once had that many. 

Blue Man was foaled at the Blue Grass 
Heights Farm of Dr. Horace N. Davis, 
the young veterinarian. near Lexington. 
Later in the year Mr. Simmons moved his 
horses a little farther out the Old Frank- 
fort Pike to Circle M Farm (the old Idle 
Hour). From there he went to the races 
in Florida. and following the pattern Mr. 
Simmons has kept in recent years. was sold 
privately to his present owner. for $9,000 
before he had made his first start. He now 
ranks among the big bargains of recent 
years. 

The mirror-image pedigree below gives 
brief notes on Blue Man’s ancestors in 
the first four generations. Pedigrees of 
this sort are given here occasionally, not

<o much to show how good horses should 
be bred as to show how they are bred. If 
the pedigree happens to provide one of my 
favorite texts. | may preach a short ser- 
mon on it. But a succession of pedigrees 
of good horses usually tends only to illus- 
trate the infinite variety of Thoroughbred 
breeding. If one is looking for big names. 
for instance. Hill Gail and Blue Man have 
only two ancestors in common in the first 
four generations. and both of these—Fair 
Play and High Time—occur in the fourth 
generation. 


THE SIRE. Blue Man. going back 
through Black Toney. Peter Pan, and 


Commando to Domino. represents one of 
the great “American” male lines which are 
now stubbornly holding on but gradually 
disappearing in the face of continual 
importations. His sire. Blue Swords, bred 
by the late Samuel D. Riddle and sold as 
a vearling to Mr. Simmons for $3,300, was 
assigned 126 pounds in the Experimental 
Free Handicap for 2-year-olds of 1942. 
This was the normal top weight for the 
American free handicap. But in 1942 the 
actual top-weighted 2-year-old was Count 
Fleet. which was assigned 132 pounds. 
Devil's Thumb was given 127, and Blue 
Swords and Occupation were next in line 
at 126 pounds each. At three Blue Swords 
ran only four times. finishing second on 
three occasions to Count Fleet, in the Wood 
Memorial. Kentucky Derby. and Preakness. 


Blue Swords entered the stud in 1945 
at an advertised fee of $1.000 for a live 
foal. Considering that he was about as 
good a horse as a normal best of the year. 
and played second fiddle only to an ab- 
normally good colt. the fee was reasonable 
enough. But the general tendency of Amer- 
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POPPYCOCK, in foal again to Blue Swords. 


ican breeders is to pass over the second 
best of the native sons in favor of horses 
of perhaps less racing class but decorated 
with an impressive asterisk denoting that 
they are genuine imported Thoroughbreds. 
Hence. except for Mr. Simmons’ own 
mares. the book attracted by Blue Swords 
was not in keeping with his potentiality 
as a sire. It has remained for his progeny 
to demonstrate his value. 

In his first crop, 2-year-olds of 1948, 
were ten starters and seven winners at two. 
The following year he had 19 winners from 


24 runners. including four stakes win- 
ners. To the end of 1951, with four full 
seasons of racing elapsed, his offspring had 
earned a total of $590,065. The offspring 
at the end of 1950 had an average-earnings 
index of 2.25. a figure high enough to 
place him in the top 3 per cent of sires. 
For 1951 I do not yet have a record of 
the number of runners, but would venture 
a guess that the cumulative earnings index 
was slightly improved. This year it will 
go still higher.

The 76th Preakness Stakes 


Blue Man Performs to Schedule 


A few days before the Kentucky Derby. 
Trainer W. C. Stephens expressed con- 
fidence in Blue Man’s chances in the first 
of the Triple Crown races. The colt was 
fit. he said. for the kind of race best suited 
to his style—he would stay off the pace 
while Hill Gail and others wore them- 
selves out, and he would come from behind 
in the stretch and gather in the harvest. 
Conn MeCreary. he added, was the perfect 
rider for Blue Man: “Conn will get him 
away from the gate. drop his hands, and 
sit still on him. If you try to take hold of 
him. he fights the bit. his head goes up in 
the air. and that’s the end. Conn will let 
him take his time about getting into 
stride. We'll be running at the finish, 
where it counts.” 

Woody Stephens had the right line on 
Blue Man. but things didn’t work out 
properly in the Derby. Hill Gail also was 
running at the finish and so was Sub 
Fleet. Blue Man finished third. In the 76th 
Preakness, however, Trainer Stephens’ 
plans worked out to the last detail of 
the blueprint. McCreary let Blue Man 
drop back to last place in the field of ten. 
took him a little to the outside to avoid 
trafic, moved him up gradually until he 
was in fifth place at the mile. Then he 
called for speed. and Blue Man responded. 


At the top of the stretch he had only two 
horses to beat. and he beat them. 

In view of the excellent race run by 
Dixiana’s Sub Fleet in the Kentucky Derby. 
it might have been expected that he would 
be the favorite in the Preakness. which was 
a sixteenth of a mile shorter and included 
no such hazard as Hill Gail. But the 
crowd backed Blue Man to $1.60 to $1. 
and made Sub Fleet the second choice 
at $2.70 to $1. The bettors were right 
about Blue Man. but they were misled 
on Sub Fleet. The Dixiana entry was 
never better than fourth, and he finished 
fifth, more than eight behind 
the winner.

The big surprise of the Preakness was 
Max Kahlbaum’s Jampol. which hung 
doggedly onto the pace-making Primate 
for about a mile. and gained a brief lead 
at the top of the stretch. Blue Man 
whistled by him in the stretch to win by 
31% lengths. Jampol finished 214 lengths 
ahead of One Count. which was another 
half-length in front of Primate. It was the 
third time that Jampol had been runner- 
up to Blue Man. He was second to him 
in an allowance race at Hialeah and was 
second in Blue Man’s division of the 
Flamingo Stakes. 


Blue Man got $86.135 for winning the 


Preakness. Jampol got $15,000 for running 
second, It was the largest purse earned by 
Blue Man, of course, whose winnings now 
tetal $178.785, and the largest for Jampol. 


Blue Man was foaled in 1949. on March 
24, at Dr. H. N. Davis’ Bluegrass Heights 
Farm. Lexington. where Allen T. Simmons 
then kept his breeding stock. As a yearling 
he was broken at Keeneland under the 
supervision of Mrs. Helen Stewart. who is 
associated with Mr. Simmons in his Thor- 
oughbred interests. Following his custom 
of recent years. Mr. Simmons sent some 
yearlings to Florida under Mrs. Stewart's 
care, with the intention of selling them as 
horses in training. Blue Man was among 
them. The colt showed speed as a yearling 
and early in his 2-year-old form. Mrs. Stew- 
art recalls, but he shaped up exactly in re- 
verse to his present style of running. He 
was a difficult colt to rate. and did not 
want to work behind other horses in the 
set. Mrs. Stewart asked the advice of her 
father, the shrewd W. G. Douglass. who 
told her not to fight the colt but to let 
him lead the set if he wanted to. Blue 
Man gradually settled down, and now 
is a horse which is easy to rate and place. 

Mr. and Mrs. A. W. Abbott. of the 
White Oak Stable. saw the colt in Florida 
and bought him for $9,000. (It is generally

NOTES. Primate. which had passed up 
the Derby in favor of the Preakness, made 
the pace in the Pimlico feature until the 
stretch was reached. Jockey Pete Anderson 
lost his whip at about this point, which 
may have cost him third place in the 
Preakness. 


Some observers reported that Blue Man 
had brushed Sub Fleet and One Count 
when he passed them at the head of the 
stretch. But Eddie Arcaro. who rode One 
Count. said it was his horse which had 
caused the trouble. He bore out, Arcaro 
said. interfering with Sub Fleet. At any 
rate, foul was not claimed and Blue Man 
won without protest.

Mrs. Kane Dies 
At Age of 82 


Mrs. Edward Kane, manager of the 
famous old Nursery Stud during the last 
years of its existence. died on the morning 
of May 16 at her home on Swigert 
Avenue, near Lexington. She had been a 
helpless invalid for several years. 


Elizabeth Kane was born March 17, 
1870. in Fayette County, Kentucky, the 
daughter of Samuel and Jemima McAfee 
McDaniel. and in 1888 became the second 
wife of Edward Kane. manager of the first 
August Belmont’s Nursery Stud, which had 
been moved from Long Island to Ken- 
tucky a few years earlier. She assisted 
her husband in handling office details of 
the stud farm operation, and after his 
death in 1917 she became the manager. 
under the direction of the second August 
Belmont. who had taken over the farm at 
the death of his father in 1891]. 

Wise and horsewise from her long as- 
sociation with Thoroughbreds and_ their 
owners. Mrs. Kane continued as manager 
of the Nursery Stud until its dispersal in 
a spectacular auction held at the farm in 
May. 1925. five months after the death of 
Major Belmont. She was assisted by her 
two sons. Kenneth and Alfred, who became 
expert horsemen while they were boys. 
Among the stallions was the great sire 
Fair Play. whose disposition sometimes be- 
came a problem to his handlers. But when 
the magnificent old rascal was led out of 
the ring after having been sold for $100.- 
000 at the dispersal auction, there were 
tears in Mrs. Kane’s eyes. 

Man o° War was a suckling when Mrs. 
Kane took over the management of the 
Nursery Stud. Because of Major Belmont’s 
wartime involvement he decided to sell 
the 1917 crop of foals as yearlings. Man 
o° War had had an illness and at first it 
was decided not to include him in the 
group of yearlings going to Saratoga. By 
the time the decision had been reversed. 
it was too late to get him into the same 
condition as the others, and he appeared 
in the sales paddocks as a lean. long- 
legged youngster which some of the ex- 
perts thought might be developed into a 
good steeplechaser. Thus one of the great 
bargains of all time was sold for $5,000. 

Among the other good horses raised at 
the Nursery Stud during the years of 
Mrs. Kane’s management were My Play, 
Messenger, Ladkin, Chance Play. and 
Chance Shot. 

After the Nursery dispersal the late 
William B. Miller took over the lease on 
the property and established his Green- 


wich Stud there. Mrs. Kane. together with 
her son Alfred. managed the farm for 
Mr. Miller until her retirement in 1931. 

Mrs. Kane’s three children have contin- 
ued to be associated with Thoroughbreds. 
Kenneth Kane has been employed as man- 
ager or department head by Mereworth 
Farm. C. V. Whitney. W. L. Brann. John 
W. Galbreath. and Clifford Mooers. whose 
Walnut Springs Farm he now manages. 
Alfred Kane worked for Frederick John- 
son. W. B. Miller. and Dixiana. and as a 
foreman and trainer on the race track. 
Currently he is training a small stable. 
Miss Frances Kane was employed by THe 
BLoop-Horst from 1928 until 1934. when 
she became secretary at Greentree Farm. 
She returned to THE BLoop-Horse in 1939 
and is still a member of its staff. 

Mrs. Kane is survived also by a step- 
daughter. Mrs. Hattie K. Wolverton, of 
Lexington, 


Thomas W. Simmons 


Just before THe BLoop-Horsr went to 
press, word was received of the death at 
Los Angeles on May 20 of Thomas W. 
Simmons. of a heart attack. Mr. Simmons 
was chairman of the board at Hollywood 
Park and had been connected with the 
rack organization. For many 
years he was its president. He also owned 
Suzy-Q Ranch at Puente. Calif.. where he 
bred horses.

Peter A. Markey 


Peter A. Markey. 62-year-old Detroit 
businessman and racing enthusiast. died 
May 18 at his home. His death followed 
shortly after a heart attack. He was active 
in the organization of the Detroit Racing 
Association in 1932, and helped form the 
Michigan Racing Association in 1949, 

Mr. Markey was a co-owner of the Bomar 
Stable with Charles B. Bohn. Both men 
were officers in the Bohn Aluminum and 
Brass Corporation. When their stable was 
split up in 1949, Mr. Markey retained. 
among other horses, the stakes-winning 
Piet. which had been named for him. With 
the exception of Valdina Lark. Piet’s dam, 
which was sold to Henry H. Knight, all 
of the breeding stock (including an inter- 
est in the stallions Grand Slam and 
Teddy's Comet), yearlings, and foals of 
the Bomar Stable were sold at that time 
to Larry S. MacPhail. who had just enter- 
ed racing. Raced by the Bomar Stable. 
Grand Slam entered stud under the owner- 
ship of that stable and his breeder J. O. 
Keene; Bomar Stable was a part of the 
syndicate which bought him at the dis- 
persal of the Keene Estate horses in 1943. 

Piet. whose name was a Dutch version 
of Mr. Markey’s first name, was retired 
to stud at Thomas C. Piatt’s Crestwood 
Farm. Lexington, at the beginning of the 
1952 season. Mr. Markey also had a small 


group of broodmares in Kentucky. His 
racing stable consisted of 15 horses now 
in training in New York under the su- 
pervision of Frank J. Kearns. 

Mr. Markey is survived by his wife. Lor- 
etta; and son, William T. Markey, who is 
the secretary of the Michigan Racing As. 
sociation.

Following in the hoofprints of her dam, Arden 
Lass. which won Suffolk Downs’ Betsy Ross Stakes 
in 1939, Jouett Shouse’s home-bred Cinda accounted 
for the first running of the Betsy Ross Stakes at 
Garden State Park. The Betsy Ross was run at 
Suffolk Downs from 1936 through 1949, but was not 
held the last two years. 

Cinda withstood a claim of interference made by 
the jockey of the second-place Recover. Her $19,000 
share of the purse raised Cinda’s earnings for the 
year to $46.375, and her total earnings to $57,675. 
From six starts this year the daughter of Occupy 
has won five races. including the Colonial Handicap 
and the Cherry Blossom Stakes: she was unplaced 
in the Chesapeake Stakes. 

Going to the front soon after the start of the 
Betsy Ross, Cinda remained in the lead for the rest 
of the six furlongs. Recover. which raced into 
second place after running the first furlong between 
horses, ran with the leader to the last turn, dropped 
back slightly as they neared the stretch, and came 
on again in the drive to be beaten by a neck. One 
Miss raced behind the pace to the stretch where 
she moved into third place, finishing four lengths 
behind Recover. Sharing the top impost of 121 
pounds with the unplaced Blue Case, Cinda gave 
three pounds to Recover and ten pounds to One 
Miss.

Running over the same course on which her sire, 
Occupy. won the Futurity, Home-Made became the 
second winner in the filly division of Belmont Park’s 
National Stallion Stakes for Alfred G. Vanderbilt; 

Mr. Vanderbilt also 
won the National Stallion with the colt Skin Deep 
in 1939, which was before the race was split into 
two sections. 

Appian and Flirtatious alternated in front until 
they reached the last furlong. Starting from post 
position No. 1, which is reportedly one of the least 
desirable for a race on the Widener course, Home- 
Made ran just off the pace to the eighth-pole. where 
she pulled ahead to win by a length.

Placing in a stakes event for the first time since 
he won the first division of the Blue Grass Stakes in 
April, 1951, Mameluke gave owner C. V. Whitney 
his third victory in Belmont Park’s Metropolitan 
Handicap.

condition of his legs. He did not start again until 
this spring at Churchill Downs, where he won an 
allowance race by four lengths. He then went un- 
placed in a six-furlong event at Belmont before 
running in the Metropolitan.

Texans Purchase 
Hartland Tract 


On “Knight Night” at the Saratoga Sales 
of 1947. two men walked up to an usher 
and requested seats. The Fasig-Tipton pa- 
vilion was crowded. as it always is when 
Henry Knight sells his yearlings, but 
places were found for the men close to 
the sales ring. along the aisleway where 
the horses are led out after they had been 


sold. 


One of the handsomest of the Knight 
oflerings was a striking gray colt by * Mah- 
moud out of Theia. The spectators ap- 
plauded his appearance, and it was a few 
minutes before Auctioneer George Swine- 
broad could get them settled down 
enough to start taking bids. The bidding 
opened at $10,000 and shot to $30,000 be- 
fore the auctioneer could locate his pros- 
pects. The next bid was $33,000 and by 
thousands it moved to $38,000. It seemed 
hung there. but one of the two late-comers 
raised it to $38.500 and got the colt. 


The successful bidder was J. S. Aber- 
crombie. an independent operator and 
banker from Houston, Texas. He was not 
new to the horse business—he owned sad- 
dle horses and polo ponies and a couple 
of Thoroughbreds—but this was his first 
appearance at a yearling auction. His com- 
panion that night was Fred Wyse. another 
Texan who owned the good colt Air Rate. 

After that venture into the yearling mar- 
ket Mr. Abercrombie was not heard from 
again as a buyer of high-priced yearlings, 
but he remained interested in Thorough- 
breds. Last week he made another unex- 
pected entrance into the horse business 
through the purchase of 1.348 acres of 
Hartland Farm. near Versailles. Ky.. from 
the Silas Mason Company. This time he 
reportedly was representing his daughter. 
Mrs. Fernando de Segura. of Houston, an 
accomplished horsewoman and the wife of 
a prominent polo player. 

Possession of the Hartland Farm tract. 
located in one of the best farming sections 
of one of Kentucky’s best farming counties, 
goes to the new owners in about 30 days. 
They were in Kentucky for only a short 
time in connection with the sale. and their 
plans are not fully known. For the time 
being. their acreage will be operated by 
Horatio Mason. who has been managing 
Hartland for the Mason firm, of which W. 
Amold Hanger is president. A permanent 
manager will be appointed later. 

A program of general agriculture and 
cattle raising will be pursued at the farm. 
as well as horse breeding. The tract has

a 70-acre tobacco base. The Mason firm 
has retained about 700 acres of land 
across the road from the Abercrombie- 
Segura portion of Hartland. 

At Houston. the Abercrombie family is 
known for its charitable enterprises in 
connection with saddle horses. The Pin 
Oak Stable. home grounds for the Aber- 
crombie show horses. is one of the best 
appointed private show grounds in the 
United States. and has been the scene of 
annual saddle horse exhibitions conducted 
for the benefit of the Texas Children’s 
Foundation and similar organizations. 

Hartland Farm has been prominent in 
Thoroughbred breeding since the early 
1890’s. when Senator Johnson N. Camden, 
who had married Miss Susanna Preston 
Hart. began breeding horses there. Among 
the stallions which stood there were *Light 
Brigade. Ben Brush. *Esher. Peter Quince, 
and Spendthrift: Ben Brush and some of 
the others are buried there. along with 
the mare Rosa Mundi. dam of the great 
Rose of Sharon, which Senator Camden 
raced. Hartland Stud was dispersed in 
1931. and the property later was acquired 
by the Mason company. In recent years a 
portion of the farm has been occupied by 
Phil T. Chinn. who has kept breeding and 
racing stock there. 


Triplets, Almost Quadruplets 


About 6:30 one evening last week at 
Jonabell Stables. on part of the old Ham- 
burg Place near Lexington. the mare 
Rosaire. by Ariel out of Sunglow’s dam 
Rosern, foaled a filly by Super Duper. 
The filly, though not much below normal 
size, was quite weak and lived only a 
little more than an hour, despite an at- 
tempted blood transfusion. 


By the time the first foal died the 


_Mmare was having trouble with a second 


953 
one, a breech presentation. After some 
difficulty this one, a slightly undersized 
colt. was delivered and found to be dead. 
Apparently. according to John A. Bell III, 
the Jonabell manager, death had occurred 
only about a day earlier. 

An hour or so later the remains of a 
third foal. shrunk to the size of a grape- 
fruit. was discovered in the placenta. Dr. 
Robert H. Bardwell. who had been called 
in after complications began to develop, 
examined the placenta further and gave 
the opinion that a fourth foetus had been 
present but had been completely absorbed. 

Very few cases of equine triplets have 
been recorded. The German paper Sport- 
Courier in March, 1950 reported that the 
mare Graefin Isabella had produced two 
live colts and a third foetus which had 
been almost absorbed. Apparently the 
only case of triplets officially recorded 
in a stud book was that of the mare 
Scintilla, by Sidus. in England in 1909. 


Mereworth Adds a Broodmare 


Walter J. Salmon has purchsed the 
stakes-winning mare Danger Ahead to add 
to his band of broodmares at Mereworth 
Farm. Lexington. A daughter of Head 
Play—Lady Beware. by *Bull Dog, Dan- 
ger Ahead won stakes in two seasons from 
6 furlongs to 1,;); miles. earned $51,700. 
Her dam has produced eight foals of racing 
age and all of them are winners. 


Accidents at Woodvale 


A yearling brother to the stakes winner 
Haltafire received a broken leg at Wood- 
vale Farm recently and was destroyed. 
The son of Haltal—Fire Falls, by *Bull 
Dog. broke away from a groom and ran 
into a telephone pole. The colt had been 
consigned to the Keeneland Summer Sales. 

Woodvale lost a broodmare recently 
when Porter’s Girl, by The Porter, died 
shortly after foaling a colt by Our Boots. 
The foal lived. Porter’s Girl was dam of 
the winners Bold Sab and Miss Deductive. 


EARLY ITALIAN CLASSICS 


The Premio Elena, Italy’s One Thousand 
Guineas equivalent, was won by the out- 
sider Sannita, daughter of Bozzetto—Siella, 
by *Ortello.

The Lanes at Hollywood Park; 


Longden Reaches a New Level 


Los ANGELES 

Aside from Don Ameche and_ possibly 
the editor of Popular Mechanics, 1 sup- 
pose that Wendell Cassidy, Hollywood 
Park’s presiding steward, is just about 
the foremost inventor of our time. He is 
forever coming up with some new idea, 
and Hollywood Park. being a track that 
prides itself on its progressiveness. is de- 
lighted to try them all. This latest innova- 
tion of Mr. Cassidy’s is. I believe, one of 
his very best. 

It consists of a series of wires strung 
over the track, about 100 feet or so beyond 
the line of finish. At Hollywood Park, that 
would be just about in front of the club 
house. At any rate, the wires are located 
between the line of finish and. a movie 
patrol camera that shoots head-on pictures 
of action in the homestretch. The idea is 
that when the film is viewed on the 
screen, the wires give the illusion that 
the horses are running in lanes, and it 
becomes a very simple matter to deter- 
mine if any particular horse bears in or 
out. as the case may be. 


At Hollywood Park, the wires are ap- 
proximately the same height as the line of 
finish. And, in fact, there is one wire— 
strung across the track at the bottom of the 
wire mesh—that when viewed in the films 
actually shows up at the exact line of 
finish. Before. when stewards viewed head-

on action shots taken in the homestretch, 
they had to guess at the approximate line 
of finish. Now. thanks to Mr. Cassidy’s ex- 
cellent idea. the horses not only run in 
lanes for the stewards. but there is also 
a line to mark the exact finish for them. 
Science. it is wonderful. 

It’s a cinch that this innovation is going 
to make officiating simpler, and possibly 
better. The lanes—there are five of them— 
begin at about the three-sixteenths pole. 
Experts on track and field would naturally 
expect only one horse to a lane, since on 
the cinder path only one man _ occupies 
each lane. In each of these make-believe 
Cassidy lanes. however. you can get about 
three horses abreast. But even so, with the 
lanes there, it is easy to determine if a 
horse isn’t pursuing a straight course. 

It is such an excellent idea that you 
will be fascinated by it immediately. The 
only possible drawback is that I don’t 
think it adds a great deal to the beauty 
of the track. In fact. the wire mesh, hang- 
ing up there in the air near the finish 
line, looks more than a little like some- 
thing Rube Goldberg might have created. 
In order to be sure that the customers un- 
derstand exactly what it is. there is a 
sign tacked onto one of the poles that 
says:

HOME-BRED. Hollywood Park opened 
with the only 3-year-old the field, 
Warcos. winning the six-furlong Premiere

There is a good story behind the breed- 
ing of Wareos by C. H. Jones and Sons, of 
Long Beach. who are building a powerful 
stable in California racing. They owned 
the sprinter Lycos. which was cut out to 
be a good horse and which might have been 
a top-noteher except for unsoundness. 
Lycos is by the excellent sire *Sickle. Dur- 
ing Lyeos’ career at the tracks, it was 
necessary to lay him off at intervals to 
give his unsound underpinning a chance 
to get glued on again. During one of 
these vacations it was decided to breed 
him to War Whisk, a maiden mare that 
had been injured and never raced. The 
result was Warcos. which bucked his shins 
five times last year as a 2-year-old but 
now has proved that he’s just about the 
best horse ever bred in Long Beach. By 
the way. the Jones’s later lost Lycos in a 
claiming race for $8,000. I believe. They 
wish now they had him back. 


C. H. Jones and Sons are the gentle- 
men. you will remember, who went to 
$60.000 at the Keeneland sales last year 
to get the Bull Lea filly that is now known 
as Perfection. They would not take twice 
that for her now. although she has started 
three times and still has not won a race. 
They have an idea will very 
well. indeed. when stretched out over a 
route. “She just doesn’t want any part 
of these sprints.” Trainer Hack Ross says. 
But he makes it sound as though he is 
happy. rather than sad, about the situation.

Parke, Thomas Simmons. Mr. Simmons died a few days after the presentation.

MILESTONE. It would not be right to 
end these notes without a report of Johnny 
Longden. who rode the 4.000th winner of 
his career here the other afternoon. Johnny 
started riding in 1927. a quarter of a 
century ago. and he is now 42. He is about 

60 winners or so behind Gordon Richards, 
of England, who is 48. I don’t suppose 
Longden expects to catch Richards. but 
at any rate he is still headed in that direc- 
tion. He’s not even thinking of retiring yet. 

There were a couple of things that seem- 
ed very fitting about the way Johnny 
got that 4.000th winner. For one thing 
the horse won by five lengths, with Long- 
den looking back over his shoulder, and I 
guess that is just about the way he stands 
in relation to other riders in this country 
in number of winners. 

For another thing, his 4.000th triumph 
came on Fleet Diver. a 2-year-old_ filly 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. John D. Hertz. 
of Kentucky and California, who have 
always been Johnny’s staunchest boosters. 
It was nice that Johnny was wearing the 
familiar canary yellow silks at the time. 
because he still says Count Fleet, the 
Triple Crown champion owned and bred 
by Mr. and Mrs. Hertz. is the greatest 
horse he has ridden in the last quarter- 
century. 

When Longden jogged back to the 
stands with Fleet Diver. the crowd gave 
him a warm ovation: Johnny acknowledged 
the cheers by doffing his cap and exposing 
a rapidly balding dome. His wife, Hazel: 
his son, Vance: President Tom Simmons 
of the Hollywood Turf Club. and a couple 
of dozen photographers were in the win- 
ners circle to greet him. Longden’s 
4.000th winner had been expected two or 
three days before, and a blanket of flowers 
had been ordered for the occasion. The 
flowers had wilted and a new blanket of 
blossoms had to be substituted before 
Longden was able to get the winner he 
needed. The delay was also a little tough 
on Mr. Simmons. Each afternoon he came 
out to the track spruced up in a new out- 
fit. ready to step into the winner's circle 
to do the honors. And for two days he 
just sat there. waiting. The third day of 
the season was the charm. Well. by now 
Longden is on his way to No. 5,000, and 
he’s such an indestructible fellow that I 
wouldn’t be at all surprised if he made it.

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FOREIGN 


France, by Godolphin Darley 


Although flat racing was resumed on 
March 1 and several interesting events 
have been decided since then. the “real 
start” of the new French season was on 
Sunday. April 6. with the opening of 
Longchamp. From now on, the major 
events will gradually classify and grade 
the candidates for the highest honors. 

The first major contest was the Prix 
Ganay over a mile and a quarter. The 
best three horses. on their past season’s 
form. finished almost in line, the 
winner. Mat de Cocagne. being more fit 
than the others, Dynamiter and Nuccio, 
future candidates for the big prizes in 
England and France. The Italian-bred 
Nuccio suggested that he will prove an- 
other of the wise purchases made by 
the Aga Khan. 

A great disappointment was caused by 
Baron Guy de Rothschild’s decision not 
to run unbeaten Guersant in the English 
two thousand Guineas. The colt came back 
to win from a good field, but the manner 
of his victory was thought not quite prom- 
ising enough for the Newmarket classic. As 
usual, trainers and owners are just now 
feeling melancholy about the wretched 
crop of 3-year-olds. I do not share their 
dismal outlook and believe that the 1949 
crop will prove to be a very good one.

The majority of stakes winners sired 
by Blue Swords have won their first stakes 
races as 3-year-olds. which is perhaps sig- 
nificant in indicating that his get are good 
at two, better at three. 


THE DAM. Poppycock was a_ sturdy 
but not very successful selling plater 
which ran 51 times in four seasons, mostly 
at $1.000 and $1.250 claiming prices. Her 
principal distinction was that her dam, 
Foxiana, had been a tough old race mare 
and later had gained distinction as the 
dam of Boojiana and Ghost Run at the 
C. V. Whitney stud. She ran only three 
times at two and only six times at five. 
but at three and four won a total of four 
races and earned more than the average 
expectation for those years. Her four-year 
earnings index was .77 (77 per cent of the 
average expectation for the years raced). 
which is not far from the normal for fillies 
and mares. 

In the stud, however. Poppycock soon 
gave an indication that she was capable of 
producing Her first 
three foals were all by Eternal Bull. and 
the first two were fillies. Eternal Great and 
Eternal Flight. The third. a colt. was Eter- 
nal Pop. All three were good winners. and 
Eternal Great and Eternal Pop earned 
mere than four times the average as 2- 
year-olds. These earnings. $12.800 for Eter- 
nal Great in 1948 and $8.975 for Eternal 
Pop in 1950. were larger than those of 
many moderate stakes winners. Through 
1951 the first four offspring of Poppycock. 
in a total of nine racing-years. had earned 
$69.002. including Blue Man’s 2-yvear-old 
earnings of $17.450. This was enough to 
give her progeny. as a group. an earnings 
index of 3.16. or more than three times 
the average expectation. 

Poppycock was the first foal of a tough 
and successful old selling plater. and was 


good-class horses. 


foaled when Foxiana was 10 years old. 
Foxiana produced five foals, all fillies. and 
they came regularly in alternate years. 
Her second. third, and fourth foals, Booji- 
ana. Boojie. and Ghost Run, were all by 
Boojum and all high-class. Boojiana and 
Ghost Run were siakes winners and Boojie 
placed in stakes. The 1947 foal, Foxy. by 
Maxim. did not race. Foxiana’s offspring 
earned $97.610 in eight seasons, and the 
over-all earnings index for her progeny 
was 3.81. 

Foxiana and her dam, Istar, represent 
the best branch of the immediate family. 
Istar, which ran only twice. was a good 
producer, the best of her offspring, with 
the possible exception of Foxiana. being 
the Beldame Handicap winner Miss Star. 
The fourth dam, Ishtar. bred by Marcus 
Daly at his Bitter Root Stud in Montana, 
won 1] races and was a half sister to the 
Futurity winner Hamburg Belle. Among 
her five foals which lived long enough to 
be named there was only one winner. 

As is frequently the case in the breeding 
of good horses. the merit of the dam-line 
becomes more apparent with the closer 
generations. Poppycock herself obviously 
has proved better as a broodmare than was 
indicated by her racing class alone. or by 
her pedigree alone. As a geneticist might 
put it. the genotype is superior to the 
phenotype in this case. as in many others. 


INBREEDING. The salient feature of 
Blue Man’s pedigree. to many observers. 
will be the inbreeding to Man o° War. 
which is the grandsire of both parents. 
Though this is closer doubling-up than is 
common in Thoroughbred breeding. it ac- 
counts for a relatively minor portion of 
Blue Man’s inheritance. and appears only 
as a minor factor when compared with 
the already proven merit of the two parents.

The 24th annual meeting of the Mary- 
iand Horse Breeders Association was held 
ct the Pimlico track on May 14. All officers 
were re-elected. They are Walter A. Edgar. 
president; Danny Shea. first vice presi- 
dent: Mrs. Robert H. Heighe. second vice 
iryker. secretary-treas- 
urer: Humphrey S. Finney. field secretary; 


president: Goss L.S 


and Stewart S. Sears. business manager. 
The following directors were chosen:
